Worthy to Escape 


BY E. H. BLAKE 


LUKE 21:36 

From the signs of the times in the 
fulfillment of prophecy and world con- 
ditions the second coming of Jesus most 
surely must be drawing near. This is 
one of the greatest events or epochs in 
the ongoing plan of redemption. To my 
understanding of the Scriptures it will 
mean much to have an experience that 
fits and prepares us for translation, an 
experience that we will be accounted 
worthy to be translated and escape the 
awful tribulation. 

In the 24th chapter of St. Matthew 
we have an account where the disciples 
came to Jesus and spoke to Him of the 
building of the temple. Then Jesus told 
them of the great destruction that was 
coming to Jerusalem. Later they came 
to Jesus and asked Him privately, say- 
ing, “Tell us when shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the world” 
(age)? The answer that Jesus gave 
them to these questions is recorded in 
the 24th and 25th chapters of St. Mat- 
thew, the 13th chapter of St. Mark, and 
the 21st chapter of St. Luke. He tells 
of the great destruction of Jerusalem, 
of the signs of His coming and of the 
great tribulation. Luke only gives us 
the closing words of Jesus in this dis- 
course. He says, “And take heed to 
yourselves, lest at any time your hearts 
be overcharged with surfciting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this life, and 
so that day come upon you unawares. 
For as a snare shall it come on all them 
that dwell on the face of the whole 
earth. Watch ye therefore, and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things (tribulation) 
that shall come to pass, and to stand be- 
fore the son of man.” Luke 21:36. 

The above is the King James version. 
I want to give some other versions of 
this same 36th verse that I think gives 
a better explanation of the necessary 
preparation for translation. The Revised 
says, “But watch ye at every season, 
making supplication, that ye may pre- 
vail to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass and to stand before the 
Son of man.” Weymouth’s translation 
says, “But beware of slumbering; and 
every moment pray that ye may be ful- 
ly strengthened to escape from all these 
coming evils, and to take your stand in 
the presence of the Son of man.” The 
Twentieth Century New Testament 
says, “Be on the watch at all times, and 
pray that ye may have strength to es- 
cape all that is destined to happen, and 
to stand in the presence of the Son of 
man.” 


We gather from this scripture given 
in these different versions of the same 
truth, that a certain strength or divine 
power is necessary to prepare us for 
translation when Jesus comes, and we 
get this strength or power by overcom- 
ing or prevailing prayer. This scripture 
teaches that there is a certain place in 
the divine life necessary to reach to be 
accounted worthy to be translated and 
escape the awful tribulation. 

Things do not just happen in the king- 
dom of God. To receive any experience 
taught in the Word of God conditions 
must be met. To be born of the Spirit of 
God certain conditions must be met and 
a certain overcoming or prevailing with 
God must be done. It is the same to be 
sanctified, or healed, or to be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. To me also the 
Scripture teaches that a certain condi- 
tion of overcoming and prevailing with 
God is necessary to be ready for trans- 
lation. As we advance in this Christian 
life each experience that we obtain is re- 
ceived on a higher plane than the pre- 
ceding one. To be ready for translation 
is the last and. highest experience we 
may receive in this life. 

I have noticed people at the altar 
seeking to be saved and come seemingly 
so near and then miss it. It can be the 
same seeking to be sanctified. I have 
seen many seeking the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and come so near and then 
fail to receive Him. In the same way it 
appears to me we may fail to reach the 
necessary preparation for translation. 

When Zion travails sons and daugh- 
ters are born into the kingdom of God. 
It is prevailing prayer that brings to 
pass all Christian experiences, prepara- 
tion for translation included. Not only 
is this true, but prevailing prayer will 
have its part in the coming of Jesus and 
His coming kingdom. He taught the 
disciples to pray, saying, “Thy kingdom 
come.” Yes indeed, prayer will play a 
great part in the coming of Jesus. I 
heard Dr. G. D. Watson say years ago, 
I quote his own words, “It will be the 
prayers of the saints that will wrench 
Jesus from the throne and bring Him 
to earth.” Things do not just happen 
in the kingdom of God. There must 
be cause and effect. There must be a 
people in harmony with Jesus for Him 
to come for. To be in harmony with 
Him means so much. A great deal could 
be said at this point. 

I wish to notice next the thought and 
truth presented in verse 34. It says, 
“And take heed to yourselves, lest at 
any time your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and 
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CARES OF THIS LIFE, and so that 
day come upon you unawares.” Not on- 
ly will a contamination with things that 
are of a worldly nature unfit us for 
His coming, but to be overcharged with 
the cares of life will do it. I mean cares 
that are right and legitimate up to the 
measure that is right and necessary, but 
when we are burdened beyond what is 
proper even for the things that life de- 
mands it will unfit us for the coming 
of Jesus. It unfits us for prevailing 
prayer that prepares us for His coming. 
When we unnecessarily burden our- 
selves with the cares of life we disobey 
the Word of God, for God says, “Cast- 
ing all your care upon him, for He 
careth for you.” And again, “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and his right- 
eousness and all these things (food and 
raiment) will be added unto you.” We 
will not have any excuse for not meas- 
uring up to God’s requirements, for He 
always provides for all that He requires 
if we will just yield to Him and obey 
and believe. 


Yes, indeed, it will be a wonderful 
experience to be ready for translation 
when Jesus comes. Enoch and Elijah are 
types of those who will be ready when 
He comes. John tells us that when He 
shall appear we shall be like Him; and 
every man that hath this hope in him 
purifieth himself, even as He is pure. 
When we stop and consider wisely, 
really consider under the inspiration of 
the Holy Ghost, what it will mean to be 
like Jesus in our life towards God and 
man, pure even as He is pure (that is 
just what the word says), then we will 
begin to see what it will mean to be 
ready when He comes. 


John tells us again that Jesus is com- 
ing for a people, His Church, a glorious 
Church not having spot or wrinkle or 
any such thing, but that it should be 
holy and without blemish. Jesus was the 
Lamb of God without spot or blemish. 
So the Church must be like Him. We 
surely must be lifted up by the Spirit 
and grace of God into a life above all 
division, sectarianism, worldliness in the 
least degree, and all such like that is not 
like Jesus, having a life in Christ, dwell- 
ing spiritually in the heavenlies with Him, 
meeting friend or foe in the same spirit 
that God has in sending the rain on the 
just and the unjust and maketh the sun 
to rise on the evil and the good, and over- 
coming evil with good. To be perfect- 
ly free from the spirit of “respect of 
persons.” Oh, to be like Jesus means so 
much. May the Lord help us to be ready 
when He comes, and His coming may 
be soon.

1. Prayer to our Lord was more im- 
portant than teaching and healing, for 
great multitudes came together to hear 
and be healed, but He withdrew Himself 
into the desert and prayed (Luke 5:15, 
16). 

2. Prayer to our Lord was more impor- 
tant than rest, for “in the morning a 
great while before day, he rose up and 
went out and departed into a desert 
place and there prayed” (Mark 1:35). 

3. Prayer to our Lord was more im- 
portant than sleep, for “he went out 
into the mountain to pray and he con- 
tinued all night in prayer to God” (Luke 
6:12). 

4. Prayer to our Lord was more im- 
portant than the working of miracles; 
for instead of working miracles to de- 
liver Peter He said, “I have prayed for 
thee that thy faith fail not” (Luke 22: 
32). 


§. Prayer to our Lord was more im- 


portant to be taught than preaching, 
money or machinery, for He - said, 
“Pray ye therefore the Lord of the har- 
vest, that he will send forth laborers in- 
to his harvest” (Matt. 9:38). 

6. Prayer to our Lord was more im- 
portant to be taught than preaching, 
for He taught men to pray, but we 
have no record that He ever taught 
them to preach (Matt. 6:5-15). 

7. Prayer to our Lord is more impor- 
tant than all other ministries, for “He 
ever liveth to make intercession for us” 
(Heb. 7:25). 

The earthly ministry of our Lord was 
begun in prayer (Luke 3:21), continued 
in prayer and ended in prayer (Luke 
23:34). 

The heavenly ministry of our Lord 
was begun in prayer (John 14:6, “I 
will”), and is now continued in prayer 
(Heb. 7:25). 

“Lord, teach us to be praying” (Luke

“Cursed Children” 

It is not unusual to see children who 
seem to be a cutse in the home, on the 
streets and everywhere. A sad feature 
of it is to think of the part some parents 
have in helping to bring their children 
where they are. So many do not realize 
the sacred responsibility that rests upon 
them. 

The Bible says, “Train up a child in 
the way he should go; and when he is 
old he will not depart from it,” Prov. 
22:6. There are instances where parents 


have failed to do this, 1 Sam. 2:17, 25; 
3:13; 4:11, and they are reminded of 
the awful results that follow. 


“Foolishness is bound in the heart of 
a child; but the rod of correction will 
drive it far from him,” Prov. 22:15. 
“Withhold not correction from the 
child; for if thou beatest him with the 
rod, he shall not die. Thou shalt beat 
him with the rod and shalt deliver his 
soul from hell,” Prov. 23:13, 14. “The 
rod and reproof give wisdom: but a 
child left to himself bringeth his mother 
to shame,” Prov. 29:15. 


1. Those parents who do not restrict 
their children, but let them have their 
own way and do as they please, work 
against the interest of their children. 
They help to make “cursed children” 
of their own offspring. And how often 
that curse falls on the heads of the par- 
ents too. 


2. Those parents who show no inter- 
est in the souls of their children, do not 
take them to church and Sunday School, 
help to build a wall about them that 
will keep God and salvation on the out- 
side, possibly forever. 

Some argue, “Let the children choose 
for themselves as soon as they are old 
enough.” That is not what God said. He 
commands that they are to be brought 
up “in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord,” Eph. 6:4. Parents who are 
real Christians have what their children 
should have, and it is their business to 
do what they can to see that the children 
get salvation too. And if they do not 
they are at least partly responsible for 
the curse that will later come upon the 
children. 

3. Those parents who do not warn 
their children of the evils of the times, 
and of the awful consequences of the 
sinful habits and practices of the youth 
of today are guilty of a crime in the 
sight of God. Thousands of innocent 
young people fall! into pitfalls and snares 
in the public schools and out in the 
world simply because no one has warned 
them. Some parents do not seem to know, 
others pass it up lightly because they 
do not care. What an age! What a time 
it is in which we live! 

4. Parents should not make little of 
the sins and evil habits into which their 
children fall. What a terrible thing for 
the parents to laugh at the little fel- 
low when he repeats the “curse word” 
he has heard, or lies, or steals, or fights, 
or begins to smoke. It is no wonder 
that children do what they are taught 
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or encouraged to do at home by parents 
or older brothers and sisters who have no 
thought or interest in their eternal des- 
tiny. “Cursed children,” the curse 
brought on them by those who should 
be the guardians of their souls, and 
helpers to save them from sin and hell. 

5. And it is most astonishing that 
many parents give no attention to the 
kind of associates their children have. 
“Let them choose for themselves, why 
not?” Would you allow your children 
to play with a scorpion or with a rattle- 
snake? or with a mad dog, panther or 
a tiger, even if they desired to do so? 
Many a lovely boy and girl has been 
ruined because of bad associates. Let us 
think of our children and young people 
and do all we can to save them before it 
is too late. Someone has said that it takes 
twenty times as much to save an adult 
as it does to save a child.

Our Trip to Central America

Totonicapan, Guatemala 
Central America 
November 18, 1938 


Dear Evangel Readers: 

No doubt you are wondering how we 
made it on our trip to Central America. 
We spent three weeks visiting the 
churches and missions in California 
where I acted as interpreter for Don 
Jose Maria Enriquez, our Guatemalan 
brother who came home with us from 
the General Assembly. These services 
were greatly blessed with the presence 
of the Lord. Don Jose enjoyed his trip 
very much and was dearly beloved as a 
brother in the Lord, leaving favorable 
impressions everywhere he went. I feel 
that much good will come out of his 
visit to the States. It is already showing 
favorable reactions. We have never had 
anyone in our home that we appreciated 
more as a brother in Christ and it was 
like a funeral when we left with the 
whole lot of us crying out loud. He was 
not at all anxious to leave and the two 
of us still cried like babies for days and 
were on the verge of returning after 
we reached the Mexican border, and 
continue our visitation work for a 
while. 

The distance from Long Beach, 
Calif., to Totonicapan, Guatemala, was 
some over 3,000 miles and took six days 
and nights continual traveling by fast- 
est train to complete the journey. The 
railroad takes a zigzag course on the way 
down and traverses some of the wildest 
and roughest terrain on the North Amer- 
ican continent, crossing from ocean to 
ocean twice. Part of the time we were 
down in the hot tropical plains roasting 
in the heat and fighting mosquitoes, 
then again we were up 8,000 feet where 
it was so cold we nearly froze and the 
clouds so heavy the trains had to burn 
the lights at midday. We could see other 
mountains towering above us to a 
height of more than 18,000 feet above 
the level of the sea and covered with 
snow most of the year. Mexican soldiers 
under arms travelled with us throughout 
the trip, acting as bodyguards and pro- 
tecting the mails. They offered to lay 
down their guns and help us across the 
muddy, swift Suchiate river that forms 
the boundary line between Mexico and 
Guatemala. In fact, everyone in gener- 
al, especially the officials, treated us 
royally. 

We spent a month and six days on 
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the way down and visited all of our mis- 
sions en route and investigated some 
new work we have under consideration 
in Mexico City. We had wonderful 
meetings with the Mexican people. The 
members were blessed and built up in 
their faith and a number of new ones 
came to the Lord. At Esperanza, Sono- 
ra, several new people came out to the 
altar, including a soldier in uniform 
who came forward with his wife and 
child. When the father makes a start, 
usually the whole family follows suit. 
At this place an old man who was in 
the last stage of T. B. had been prayed 
for and was up and around and donated 
a piece of ground to build a church on. 
Thirty-one followed the Lord in water 
baptism at Ciudad, Obregon, where we 
spent ten days in meeting. One of the 
new converts was a Japanese man. You 
should have seen the look of delight that 
came over his face as I recounted my 
visits to his country, where he had not 
been in thirty years, singing some 
choruses in his language that I learned 
while in Japan. 

Both of our churches are still open 
though many of the Evangelical missions 
have been confiscated an{l were being 
used by the reds as meeting places. It is 
a common sight to see the' red and black 
flag that signifies bloodshed and death 
flying over a gospel hall. In spite of all 
this, a Pentecostal revival is in pro- 
gress and the work is spreading very 
rapidly. We are working out a plan 
whereby we hope to organize one group 
of churches comprising more than a 
hundred congregations and a member- 
ship of several thousand. The work in 
Guatemala is going | on strong also.

New Church at Nairne Castle 

KELLITS, Jam., B. W. I—On the 
fifth day of November a new church 
was organized at Nairne Castle by 
Bishop Johnson and officials. The 
church was organized with fourteen 
members. Four candidates were baptized. 
The sermon at the water side was 
preached by Elder N. McDonald. On 
Monday our unity fasting was conducted 
by Bishop C. T. Johnson and his of- 


ficials. Eleven came to the altar, two 





were filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
one sanctified. From Sunday until Tues- 
day eleven members were added to the 
blessed Church of God. Total member- 
ship at present is twenty-five. On Tues- 
day night we had the Lord’s Supper and 
the place was crowded. To my best 
knowledge there were one hundred and 
twenty members who took jordinance 
for the first time in that district.

Spiritual Building

Matthew 7:24-27 
While reading these verses, a picture 


of the frail, little, lightwood houses of 
Japan came to my mind and I thought 
of the terrible devastation there is when- 
ever a big storm and typhoon comes 
here, as it does usually every autumn 
when thousands are made homeless as 
their houses are blown down. 


No doubt all of you can remember 
how the whole world was shocked at 
the great earthquake that caused so 
many deaths and destroyed much of 
Tokyo and Yokohama in 1923. In that 
earthquake the large, queerly built Im- 
perial Hotel in Tokyo stood, while 
buildings all around went down, and 
after the quake the big hotel housed 
many, many refugees, our own family 
being among the number. 

Not long ago I read in the newspaper 
the story of how the Imperial Hotel 
came to be built. 


Some years ago an American architect 
in Japan, having studied a good bit 
about earthquakes, drew a plan for what 
he felt would be an earthquake proof 
hotel. However, as he hadn’t money to 
build it he called together a number of 
Japanese men who had money, submit- 
ted his plan to them and suggested that 
they share in his enterprise. They jeered 
at his ideas, but at length one man, a 
baron, I believe it was, willing to take 
a chance, gave money for the building 
of the hotel. Later on, the architect re- 
turned to America. 

It was the talk of the country, how, 
in the quake, his two-story hotel, spread 
out in several different directions, stood, 
while buildings all around went down 
His joy on getting a cable to say that 
his hotel had triumphed, can _ be 
imagined. 

So it is with us. If we build our spirit- 
ual house according to God’s plan— 
obeying His Word in all things in our 
life, people will laugh at us, but when 
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the floods and storms come our house 
will stand while their houses will fall. 

About twenty-five years ago in Kobe, 
a young business man, an Englishman, 
became a Christian and was filled with 
the Holy Ghost. During the remainder of 
the five years’ contract which he had 
made with his firm he suffered much 
persecution from his business associates 
because of obedience to God’s Word 
along lines of honesty and abstaining 
from fleshly and worldly pleasures as 
well as for helping Kobe missionaries in 
street meetings, etc. One of his fellow 
workers in the office specially jeered at 
him, calling him a fool for obeying 
God’s Word. 

At the end of the five years’ work 
with the firm, the manager offered the 
Christian young’ man a high salary if 
he would only stay on, but God had got- 
ten ahead of the manager and had called 
the young man to become a missionary 
in Japan. 

After a great struggle, for it is not 
always easy to obey God, having seen 
in the Word that we should lay up 
treasure only in heaven and not on 
earth, he had sometime before, taking 
his money out of the bank, given a large 
amount of money to gospel work as 
God led. So it was to be a walk of bare 
faith in God alone when he left business 
as he had no board behind him. 

However, the very next day, I think 
it was, one hundred dollars came from 
Canada, from a business friend he had 
met in Kobe. The money was to be used 
as the Lerd would lead! 

Ever since then, as I can truly testi- 
fy, for it is Brother Coote I’m telling 
you of, God has supplied not only per- 
sonal needs but thousands upon thou- 
sands of yen for evangelistic work in 
Japan, prospering him in health and 
wealth—all for God and souls of course. 

Not long ago, Brother Coote was in 
Kobe one day, and as he was walking 
along, a shabbily dressed, broken-down 
Englishman came to him, begging for 
money for a meal. On looking into the 
beggar’s face what was his horror to 
see that this was the very same man, who 
years ago, in Lever Brothers’ office had 
jeered at him for obeying the Bible, the 
man who, once having held a fine po- 
sition, now had_ to beg for money for 
food. His house on the sands of sin had 
crumbled in the storms of life. 

The missionary’s house stands firm on 
the grace of God. “They that honor me 
I will honor and they that despise me 
shall be lightly esteemed,” 1 Sam. 2: 
30.

Rebekah Left All For Isaac 
‘And they said, We will call the dam- 
sel, and inquire at her mouth, And they 
called Rebckah, and said unto her, Wilt 
thou go with this man? And she said, 1 
will go. And they sent Rebekah their sis- 
ter, and her nurse, and Abraham’s ser- 

vant, and his men,’ Gen. 24:57-59. 


Isaac was the only son of Abraham 
and Sarah. They lived in the land of 
Canaan among a heathen people. When 
the time came for Isaac to take a wife, 
Abraham didn’t want him to take a 
wife of the Gentile tribes around them. 
He called his head servant, Eleazar, and 
sent him back to his father’s house. 
Eleazar represents the Holy Ghost. Ab- 
raham gave him camels laden with 
changes of raiment and other costly 
things that the bride would need to pre- 
pare herself for traveling and _ to 
adorn herself for meeting the bride- 
groom. 

Eleazar knew the town that he was 
to visit and knew the name of Isaac’s 
uncle but he didn’t know just where 
to locate the family. He prayed and 
asked God to show him whom _he 
wanted for a bride for his master’s son. 
He arrived at this conclusion, that he 
would go to the well near the city and 
would wait until the damsels came in 
the evening to draw water and the one 
that would draw water for his camels 
would be the one that the Lord had 
chosen. As he arrived at the well he got 
off his camels and had them kneel. 
Finally a beautiful damsel came to draw 
water. She volunteered to draw water 
for the camels and to give Eleazar a 
drink. Now this is a beautiful picture 
of the Bride of Christ. She will be busy 
caring for others, always ready to serve, 
not counting it a disgrace to work and 
toil for the salvation of souls. 

As soon as the camels had drunk and 
Eleazar had satisfied his thirst, he 
made his proposal to Rebekah. 

In the Song of Solomon (1:4-6) we 
have a picture of the Bride of Christ. 
She was a very busy little woman. She 
had forgotten her own state and had 
given all of her time to help take care 





of her sisters’ gardens, and no_ one 
thought of her being chosen for the 
bride. In these verses she expresses her 
surprise and tells how the sun _ had 
looked upon her, and how she had 
toiled for others. But the king’s son in 
chapter 2:9 had been looking through 
the lattice work. In other words, Jesus 
is looking down from heaven and he 
is secing all of God’s children and even 
all the world and He knows who is 
honest and pure, and He wants a pure 
bride. That is the reason this little sun- 
tanned women was chosen. She wasn’t 
laboring for herself but she was work- 
ing for others. And if you expect to be 
in the Bride of Christ you certainly 
must not toil and put out all that you 
have on yourself, but the more you labor 
and toil for other souls, to bring them 
to Christ and to make them happy, the 
more sure you are to be in the Bride of 
Christ. 


Isaac was a real type of Christ. He 
was Abraham’s enly son. He never would 
strive, he never resented insults, he 
never tried to defend himself. When the 
heathens round about him would take 
the wells that his father digged, he 
would move on to another place and 
either open up the old wells that the 
enemies had filled or dig new ones. I 
tell you, if we are serving for ourselves 
only, and are contentious when people 
persecute us, we certainly need to pray 
and get closer to God. 


Rebekah went back to her home with 
her water pitchers and told her father, 
mother, and brother that she had met 
a servant of Abraham at the well. She 
showed the beautiful presents that he 
had given her. They asked why _ she 
didn’t invite him to the house and they 
went and invited him into their home. 
They furnished straw and food for the 
camels and invited the servant to spend 
the night, but Eleazar was not sleepy. 
When his camels were well provided 
for he went in, but he would not par- 
take of their hospitality until he had 
told his mission. This was a surprise to 
the father, mother, and brother, but 
Rebekah stood without with the shine of 
glory on her face because she seemed to 
understand it all. After he had told 
them his mission, théy proposed that he 
wait certain days and have a feast and 
let them inquire into the matter and 
decide whether she would be the wife 
of Isaac or not. But he insisted and re- 
fused to eat or sleep until the matter 
was settled. This is a beautiful type of 
the Holy Ghost working with inquir- 
ing saints. If we expect to be the ser- 





vants of Christ, we must be true to God 
and the Holy Ghost will not cease un- 
til He knows we are His. If you ex- 
pect to be a worker for God you must 
have the spirit cf Rebekah. She had never 
seen this servant before but she had 
heard about the greatness of Abraham 
and his wealth and the handsome young 
man who had inquired for a bride. Re- 
gardless of home comforts, the love of 
father, mother, and brother, she was 
ready then to leave and be the bride of 
Isaac. We must not let any selfish pleas- 
ure or influence keep us from being our 
best for God if we expect to be in the 
Bride of His Son, for we are sure the 
Holy Ghost is now making inquiry to 
know who will serve, who will labor 
and toil. Whether we are acquainted 
with the power, Spirit, and blessings or 
not, we must make an_ unconditional 
surrender if we expect to be one of His. 

While Eleazar was talking to the fa- 
ther, mother, and brother, they arrived 
at this conclusion, after he had said un- 
to them, “Hinder me not, seeing the 
Lord has prospered my way, and send 
me away that I may go to my mas- 
ter.” They said, “We will call the dam- 
sel and inquire at her mouth.” When 
Rebekah came in they said, “Wilt thou 
go with this man?” and she said, “I 
will go.” So they sent her away with her 
nurse. 

Rebekah was in comfortable circum- 
stances. She was able to afford a nurse, 
but she was the one who watered the 
camels and helped to feed them that 
night. We can imagine her ride through 
the desert and over the mountains on 
her way to meet Isaac. Eleazar was 
gentle and kind and he and the other 
servants led the way, but how Rebekah’s 
heart must have beat with anxiety, all 
thrilled and taken up with the thought 
of being the bride of Abraham’s only 
son. They travelled all day and in the 
evening they came in sight of the camp 
of Abraham. Isaac’s mother had _ died 
and he was lonely. He beheld the cara- 
van of camels and looked at _ the 
riders. All at once a beautiful woman 
jumped from her camel and ran to meet 
him. They seemed to be just as well ac- 
quainted as if they had known each 
other all their lives, yet they had never 
met each other before. 

Millions of God’s Holy-Ghost-filled 
people have never seen Jesus with their 
natural eye but they know Him. It will 
be a time of real*joy at the rapture 
when the people who have paid the 
price and sacrificed to work in the vine-

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How Adam and Eve Were Punished

A few weeks ago we told you about 
how Adam and Eve disobeyed God by 
eating of the fruit of a certain tree that 
He told them not to eat of. And we 
must remember that people who disobey 
God do not get by without _ punish- 
ment. When God tells us how to do we 
must do just that way or something will 
happen to us sure. God is good to us 
and the Bible says that He is love, 
but He wants us to obey Him, and He 
tells’ us in His Word that if we don’t 
obey He certainly will punish us. We 
need not expect to go on and do 
wrong and get by with it. If we dis- 
obey our father and mother, we expect 
them to punish us, don’t we? yet we 
know they love us. That is the reason 
they want us to do right, because they 
love us. 


You remember how, when God came 
down into the garden and talked with 
Adam and Eve about their disobedience, 
the man laid the blame on the woman 
and the woman laid the blame on the 
serpent or snake. Then God said to the 
snake, “Because you have done this, you 
are cursed above all cattle, and above 
every beast of the field. You must crawl 
on your belly, and you shall eat dust 
all the days of your life.” He also told 
the snake that after that snakes and 
men would be enemies to each other, 
that snakes would bruise men’s heels 
and men would bruise snakes’ heads. So 
the snake doesn’t walk upright like a 
man any more, he crawls down in the 
dust on the ground, and men take 
sticks and mash the snakes’ heads and 
kill them when they find them, and 
snakes bite men on the heel when they 
get in their way. 


God also gave a dreadful punishment 
to the woman. He told her He would 
give her a great deal of sickness and 
she would have pain and weariness, and 
her husband would rule over her. So 
Eve’s disobedience brought sickness and 
pain into the world. 


At last, God told Adam that because 
he had listened to the voice of his wife 
and eaten of the fruit of the tree that 
God commanded him not to touch, he, 
too, must be punished. The ground 
would no longer grow fruits and vege- 
tables by itself, for Adam and _ Eve 
to eat. After this Adam would have to 
work very, very hard to get enough to 
eat, until the sweat would pour down 
his face. Even when Adam should work 


hard and plant seeds, thorns and thistles 
would come up, because God had cursed 
the ground as a punishment for Adam’s 
sin. All his life Adam would have to 
work, and in the end he must die and 
his body return to dust. 

How bad it was that Adam and Eve 
disobeyed the command of God who had 
made them good and very happy, and 
who had promised them everlasting life, 
if they kept His command. What un- 
happiness they brought upon  them- 
selves, and upon all the people that 
would ever be born into the world. Since 
then men have been selfish, untruthful, 
and bad-tempered, instead of loving to 
think about God and talk about Him. 
All the little children have the sin prin- 
ciple in their hearts as soon as they are 
born. Even small babies get angry and 
as soon they are old enough they talk 
ugly and even fight, they tell things 
that are untrue and take things that 
don’t belong to them. Older people kill 
one another, and oh, there is so much 
sin in the world today, and the reason 
there is sin in the world is because Adam 
and Eve disobeyed back in the Garden 
of Eden. 

If Adam and Eve had obeyed God, 
their hearts would have stayed clean 
and sinless, and all the people in the 
world would have had sinless hearts. 
But now everybody is born evil and 
there is sickness and suffering, pain and 
weariness in the world. Men _ have to 
work to earn a living, and many poor 
people cannot earn enough to get the 
food and clothing they need. 


The saddest punishment for sin is 
death. This would be a wonderful world 
if there were no sin and no death. It is 
a beautiful world. Just think of the 
pretty mountains, valleys, and plains, all 
the flowers of different sizes, shapes, 
and colors, the trees, grass, streams, 
lakes, and oh, so many beautiful things 
that God made for man’s happiness. 
There are the sweet song birds, the ani- 
mals, the fish, and everything. The sun 
and rain, the moon and stars, all go to 
make this a lovely world in which to 
live. But sin, sin, sin! Sin had to come 
along and spoil it all. We are sorry, aren’t 
we? 

But, let me tell you something, boys 
and girls, there is a way to get rid of 
sin. Adam and _ Eve disobeyed and 
brought sin and sorrow into the world 
and God pronounced a punishment upon 
them, which, of course, is upon all the 
people who have come into the world 
since then, but He loved man right on. 
He was disappointed in man but He

Yes, we are sorry Adam and Eve dis- 
obeyed and brought a curse on the 
world, but we are so happy and glad 
because God sent His Son that we 
might be saved and go to heaven when 
we die. We should love Jesus with all 
our hearts and serve Him every day for 
He did a very wonderful thing for us. 
He is ready today to help every one of us 
who will only come to Him in prayer 
and put our trust in Him. Even though 
this is a beautiful world, the only way 
we can really be happy is to serve the 
Lord, and we can be happy in this way 
if we want to and are willing to give 
up the things of the world and let Je- 
sus control our lives. Just as soon as lit- 
tle children get large enough to know 
good from evil they should give them- 
selves to the Lord, get saved and filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and live for Him 
all the rest of their lives. Yes, little 
children need the Lord, for we have
